1. (previously presented): A protective covering for a traveling beg 
ooinpfiring* 

8 housing having substantially an equivalent shape to the traveling bag 
and a cavity dimensioned to encompass the traveling bag, the housing 
defined by an upper section and a lower section; 
a slot within the upper section alibied over the handle of the covered 
traveling bag, the slot dimensioned to accommodate the handle of the 
covered traveling bag in a teiesct^ied position therethrough; 
at least one opening within tiie lower section dimensioned to 
accommodate the wheels and/or the stand of the covered traveHng 
bag; 

a fhHit secUen having a cu^ioning nteans abutting the interior wall of 
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the front section; 

the cushioning means having an equivalent shape to the front section 
and being securely attached to the interior wail of the front section; 
and 

an inlet means providing access for insertion and rwnovai of the 
ttiveiing bag into the cavity of the housing, the inlet means 
strategically affixed to exterior surface of a section of the hoising.

3. (previously presented): The protective covering of daim 1 wherein the 
cushioning means partially spans the interior wall of the ftDnt section.

9. (pjwiously presented): The protective covering of dalm 8 wherein the 
lower section comprises at least one sec»nd opening adapted to 
accommodate the stand of the traveling bag. 

10. (original): Hie protective covering of claim 6 wherein the housing 
further comprises 

a back panel, first side panel, and an opposite second side panel. 

11. (originaO: Theprotecdvecoverlngofclalm 10 wherein the Inlet means 
further comprises: 

a releasable fastening mewis affixed horteontally across the bade panel 
at an Intennediate location dividing the back panel into an upper 
section and a lower section; 

the bade panel being defined by an ad|oined upper edge, an adjoined 
lower edge, a detached side edge and a detached opposite side edge; 

and 

when In the opened position, the upper section being pivoted upward 
along the upper edge and the lower section being pivoted downward 
along the lower edge, v^ereby the covered bag can be inserted into 
and ramev«d flom the protective covering. 

12. (original): The protective covering of daim ii wherein the side edge 
and the opposite side edge have an attachable and a detachable means.

the right edge, whereby the covered bag can be inserted into and 
removed from the pnitecUve covering.

23. (originaO: A protective covering for a traveling bag comprising: 

a housing defined by a first upper panel, a lower panel/ a front panel, 
and a back panei; 

the housing having a cavity dimensioned to encompass the covered 
traveling bag; 

the back panel being defined by an adjoined lower edge, a detached 

side edge, an opposite detached side edge, an upper edge; 

a second upper panel attached to the upper edge of the back panel; 

a first skst within the first upper panel proximataly near its center 

portion, the skit being dimensioned to accommodate the handle of the 

covered bmling bag in a telescoped positkm extending upward 

therethrough; 

a second slot within the second upper panel proKimately near Ks center 
portkin, the slot being dimensioned to accommodate the handle of the 
covered traveling bag in a telescoped positton extending upward 
therethrough; 

when in a dosea position, the second upper panel overtying the first 
upper panel; 
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ttM second upper panel being releasably connected to a side edge of 
Che first upper panel; and 

at least one opening within the lower panel dimensioned to 
accommodate the wheels and/or the stand of die covered traveling 
bag. 

24. (prevlouaiy praaentidd): A protective covering for a bowling bag 
comprising: 

a housing having substantially an equivalent shape to the bowling bag 
and a eavit/ dimensioned to encompass the bowling bag, the housing 
defined by an upper section^ a elds panel, an opposite seoond side 
panel, a front panel, a badt panel and a tower section; a aiot within the 
upper section aligned over ttie handie of the covered traveling bag, tfie 
slot dimensioned to accommodate the handie of the covered bowling 
bag in a teleeooped position therethrough; at least one opening within 
tlie lower section dimensioned to accommodate the wheels and/or the 
stand of the covered traveling beg; and 

an inlet means providing access fbr insertion and removal of the 
traveling bag into the cavity of the housing, the inlet means stratogicaiiy 
affixed to exterior aurltee of a eeotion of the housing. 

25. (pieviousiy presented): The protective covering of claim 24 wherein the inlet 

means ftirttier comprises: 

a raieasable ftatenlng meana affixed horizontally across the back panel at an 
intem^ediata tocatien 6MxXhng the back panel into an upper section and a lower 
section; 
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th« back panel being defined by an adjoined upper edge, an adjoined lower 

edge, a detached side edge and a detached opposite side edge; and 

when In the opened powtion, the upper section being pivoted upward along the 

upper edge and the tower section being pivoted downward along the lower edge, 

whereby the covered bag can be inserted into and removed from the protective 

covering. 

26. (previously presented): The protective covering of daim 24 wherain the Inlet 
means further comprnas: 

a releasable fastening means affixed vertically across the back panel at 
an intermediate location dividing the back panel into an left section and 
a right section: 

the back panel being defined by an adjoined left edge, an adjoined 

rigM edge, a detached upper edge and a detatihed kiwer edge; 

wtien in the opened poeitkm, the left sectkm being pivoted outward 

along the left edge and the right section being pivoted eutwanJ atong the right 

edge, wheieby the ooversd bag can be inserted into and 

removed from the protective covering. 

27. (previously presented): The protective covering of claim 24 wherein ttw inlet 
means further oompnses: 

the back panel defined by an upper edg«, a lower edge, a firet side edge and an 
opposite second aide adga; 

a reteasabie fisslening means affiiced to the tower edge, the first sMe edge and 
the opposite second sMe edge; and 

when in an opened positnn. the back panel pivots upward and downward along 
ttie upper edge. 

28. (previously presented): The protective covering of claim 24 wherein the Inlet 
means further comprises: 
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th« upper pan«l definsd by a lower edge, upper edge, first side edge arvt an 
opposite second side edge; 

a reteasable fastening means affixed along the upper edge, the first side edge, 
end the opposite second side edge; and 

when in a open position, the upper panel pivots forward and backward on the 
lower edge. 

30. 20 .(previously presented); The protective covering of daim 24 wherein the 
housing further comprises: 

the first side panel and the opposite second side panel being defined by an upper 
edge, a lower edge, a first side edge and an opposite second side edge; and 
a ffrieasable fastening means afR>ced to the upper edge, the lower edge, end the 
first side edge of either the first side panel or the opposite second side panel 
such ttiat in an opened position the at least one side panel can pivot badwanj 
and fiwfwttrd along the second opposite side edge.
